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A Pattern for Every Taste in the 1930 Line 


RICH feast of merchandising 
possibilities is spread before 
Armstrong retailers in the 1930 

Line. There are patterns for every 
taste, unusual colorings in step with 
the modern trend in decoration, floor 
materials of novel texture and design 
that will find ready acceptance for 
places where linoleum has never be- 
fore been considered. The line in- 
cludes 460 designs; 240, or more than 
half of that number, offered this year 
for the first time. Of these, 87 are rug 
designs shown in Book II. 

Outstanding among the features of 
the 1930 Line you will notice: 

1. A group of seven patterns in 
Embossed Inlaid De Luxe, in which 
slate, stone, brick, and similar textures 
are suggested by novelty embossing 
and combined with blocks of marble 
and jaspé linoleum. In richness of col- 
oring, as well as originality of texture, 
this new linoleum is very effective. 

2. The Colonial, or hooked-rug 
effects in Embossed Inlaid Linoleum. 
This new-style embossing has been 
used in a number of carpet designs, 
giving them aloom-woven texture that 
has never before been achieved in lino- 
leum. This same texture is a feature 
of twelve new Embosstex Inlaid 
Rugs pictured in the rug pattern book. 


3. Outstanding group of patterns 
known as the Decoresq Series in 
Armstrong’s Quaker Floor Covering. 
They include patterns with a tex- 
ture resembling tapestry in appear- 
ance, shaded tile patterns in which the 
colors actually blend into each other 
like old ceramic burnt tile; and spat- 
tered designs in which, as the name 
implies, a unique decorative color 
spotting is obtained. These unusual 
Decoresq effects are also available in 
the 1930 Line of Armstrong’s Quaker 
Rugs, pictured in the rug pattern book. 

4. ‘Two new notes in the Handmade 
Marble Inlaid Section of the line— 
the introduction of small stars and 
other inset figures into certain pat- 
terns at occasional irregular intervals 
and the use of bright-colored inter- 
liners with dark marble designs. 

Every Moulded Inlaid design in the 
entire line this year is embossed, in- 
cluding 13 four-yard-wide patterns, 
the first time that Embossed Linoleum 
has been made in this width. 

There is hardly a section of the line 
that has not been strengthened by 
the inclusion of vigorous new color- 
ings and appealing designs. Every 
pattern, with the exception of Stand- 
ard-Felt and Rug Border, is manufac- 
tured by the superior Accolac Process.

1930 Armstrong Line is the fact 

that every Moulded Inlaid pattern 

in the A, B, and C Gauges is em- 

bossed—that is, slightly recessed lines 

in each design give the floor an in- 
teresting texture. 

Among the B Gauge and C Gauge 
Embossed designs of particular in- 
terest this season are certain carpet 
effects in which a woven or fabric-like 
texture has been developed. This new

The combination of the 
glossy paint design and the dull 
texture of the Jaspé background is 
harmonious and pleasing to the eye 
and forms a rug especially suitable 
for bedrooms, living-rooms, and 
dining-rooms. 

A number of merchants have sold 
Armstrong’s Jaspé Rugs in con- 
siderable quantity for hospital bed- 
rooms, boarding-school and _ college 
dormitories, hotel rooms, and similar 
places where easy-to-clean, colorful 
rugs are especially needed. Summer 
camps, boarding-houses, and fur- 


nished rooms and apartment build- 
ings present other logical markets 
for quantity sales of Jaspé Rugs. It 
pays to display them with your bed- 
room, dining-room, and moderately 
priced living-room suites. 

One of the most satisfying fea- 
tures of an Armstrong’s Jaspé 
Linoleum Rug is that, despite the 
allover Jaspé surface in many of the 
designs, the rugs are not apt to foot- 
mark, spot, or stain. Each rug is 
protected by the Accolac Process, 
which seals the surface with a coat 
of transparent, dirt-resisting lacquer. 
Cleaning the rugs resolves itself, 
therefore, to the simple proposition 
of going over them daily with a dry 
or slightly moistened mop. _ If 


traffic is heavy, the lacquer surface 
may be renewed when necessary 
with Armstrong’s Linoleum Lacquer, 
a transparent brushing lacquer.

Embosstex—A New Type of Inlaid Rug 


LSO notable among the new 
A developments in the Arm- 
strong Rug Line this year 
is the group of designs known as 
Armstrong’s Embosstex Rugs. These 
rugs are made of Moulded Inlaid 
Linoleum—the only inlaid rug 
offered by any floor covering manu- 
facturer. Each one is embossed 
with an impression which very 
closely approximates the appear- 
ance of a braided or loom-woven 
material. 

Many of the designs in Arm- 
strong’s Embosstex Rugs are of the 
old-fashioned hooked-rug type so 
deservedly popular nowadays. They 
are made in rich, mellow colors, and 
the lines of the design blend slightly 
at the edges in that softened effect 
possible only in Moulded Inlaid 
Linoleum. All the colors in Arm- 
strong’s Embosstex Rugs go through 
to the burlap back. Their most 
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delightful feature, of course, is the 
novel embossing which so pleasantly 
reflects the play of light and shadow 
over the rug when it is in use on the 
floor. 

Embossed Linoleum was _intro- 
duced into the Armstrong Line in 
1925, and ever since it was first 
manufactured it has grown steadily 
in public favor. It is expected that 
this new line of Armstrong’s Em- 
bosstex Rugs will likewise strike a 
popular note, as they have the same 
vigorous color, artistic beauty of 
design, and unique embossing which 
have characterized Armstrong’s Km- 
bossed Linoleum. 

It is a far cry from the old type of 
smooth-surface rugs to Armstrong’s 
Embosstex Rugs, with their har- 
monious colorings and designs in 
quiet good taste and _ interesting 
texture, and they are sure to be wel- 
comed by Armstrong retailers.

NE of the most efficient 

methods of showing Iino- 

leum and_ felt-base rugs 
adequately is by means of the Arm- 
strong Rug Display Rack. This 
rack carries corner sections of 6 x 
9-foot rugs. Two rug corners, 
clamped back to back in each steel 
arm, swing from an upright, sturdy 
frame. The rug corners are easily 
removable, so that they may be 
shown to a customer either on the 
rack or on the floor. 

The entire rack, exclusive of rug 
corners, weighs approximately 200 
pounds, and, as it is fitted with 
casters, may be moved about to any 
convenient point on the floor. When 
not in use the rack may be pushed 
against the wall. 

As shipped from the factory at 
Lancaster, or from the warehouse of 
the Armstrong wholesaler, the rug 
rack includes malleable iron base, 
steel beam frame, enameled name 
sign, and six steel arms. The capac- 
ity of the rack frame is twelve 
arms, and extra steel arms may be 


purchased at small additional cost. 
Corners of any Armstrong Rug, 
36x54 inches in size, may be 
secured to fit the rack direct from 
the factory at nominal charges. 

For the merchant who does not 
have sufficient space for the Arm- 
strong Rug Rack, a convenient 
method of displaying rug corners js 
by using an inexpensive rack made 
by the Bryan Display Company, of 
Bryan, Ohio. It consists of a flat 
steel plate that fastens to the wall, 
and ten arms each one of which will 
hold two rug corners. 

Armstrong’s Rugs should always 
be included in every window display 
of furniture for rooms in which they 
are particularly suited, such as 
kitchens, breakfast-rooms, and sun 
porches, and with the simple bed- 
room and dining-room sets. There 
are many places in the store, too, 
where one of these attractive rugs 
may be placed, serving the dual 
purpose of providing a decorative 
feature and one that has sales- 
building possibilities as well.
